GARAGE AND POLICE 
STATION PLANS 


READY 


rhe Permanent Building Com- 
mittee has authorized its ar- 
chitdet, Valtz & Kimberly of 
Melrose to call for bids for 
the Highway Department Garage, 
and the new Wilmington Police 
Station. Fids are now being 
advertised for the two pro- 
jects, 

The Police Station, to cost 
about $75,000 is to be of a 
Colonial design, where the 
Present Highway Garage is now 
standing. The building will be 
one story, with a cellar to be 
used as part of the headquar- 
ters. 

Chief of Police Paul Lynch, 
last week bitterly opposed the 
plans, during a Thursday eve- 
ning meeting in the High 
School, but agreed that they 
were suitable, in a meeting 
Tuesday evening. 

The present Highway Depart- 
ment garage is to be torn down 
by the Highway Department 
shortly. 

The New Highway Department 
garage is to be of cementblock 
construction, and is expected 
to cost about $65,000. It will 
be constructed on town owned 
land, off Andover Street, part 
of the Rrown’s Crossing Water 
Shed, on a knoll of land about 
350 feet from the highway. The 
site has been approved by the 
State Department of Health. 

A brick building, for office 
area, will be a part of the 
Nighway Department garage. It 
will have concrete floors 
throughout, except in the ac- 
tual office area, where a tile 
floor may possibly be substi 
tuted. 

A two-post hydraulic lift is 
being contemplated, as a part 
of the garage equipment, a 
lift which will be able to 
pick up huge trucks as well as 
smaller vehicles. 

Forced Hot Water heat, oil 
fired, is planned for the 
building, the office tempera- 
tures to be about 70 degrees, 
and the rest of the building 
about 50 degrees. 

The bids for the two build- 
ings will be combined into one 
bid. Construction is expected 
to start about August first. 


COMPLAINT ON SEWAGE 
FOUND TO BE GROUNDLESS 

The complaint of a private 
contractor that the sewage 
system of the Old Age Housing 
Project was not functioning 
properly has been disproven by 
Sanitarian Patrick Thibeau, 
The contractor had had a sam- 
ple of water, from the swamp 
in back taken to a private la- 
boratory. The analysis shown 
according to Thibeau could 
have come from any swamp. 

But he tested the sewerage 
system, pouring in a purple 
dye, to see if any appeared in 
the swamp. 

At the end of three days 
not one trace of the dye had 
appeared in the swamp.

STATE APPROVES SITE OF 
MUNICIPAL GARAGE 

The State Department of Pub- 
lic Health has approved the 
proposed site of the Municipal 
Garage, off Andover Street. 
The garage is proposed to be 
located on the access road to 
Abigail's Island, about 350 
feet from Andover Street. 
In the letter of approval the 
State Department of Health 
noted that the garage will be 
about 1500 feet from the 
Brown’ s Crossing well field, 
and required that no petroleum 
Products, nor sang-salt mix be 
stored in or near the garage. 
Storage of bags of salt, in 
the garage, would be permis- 
sible, the State Department of 
Health stated.

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THE SECOND TEST OF THE PUDDING 

The Town Meeting of last week provided a se- 
cond test of the question - Does Wilmington 
want its school economically built? 

Last week the town said "Yes" - a resounding 
"Yes", but, we would hazard, still not 100% 
conclusive. The conclusive test will come only 
after the off-Glen Road School has been in op- 
eration over a coupe of years. 

As did some other people we went into the 
meeting wondering just what would happen. Would 
the Boutwell Street people be therd in numbers? 
We were definitely conscious of the 114 to 109 
vote of a year ago, when the Silver Lake people 
voted largely against the first of the "round" 
schools. 

Was the Silver Lake vote of a year ago a 
protest against a "round" school as such, or 
was it a protest against losing a more expen- 
sive type of building for their section of 
town? 

We think the non-action on the part of the 
Boutwell Street residents providas at least 
part of the answer. The Silver Lake vote of a 
year ago, it would now seem, was one of pique. 

At the same time let it be noted that the
